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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 6 and 16-18, drawn to transforming the acquired raw data to 
a uniform data type through a memory map transfer using format rules, classified in 
class 707, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 7-15, drawn to applying processing rules to the converted raw 
data, applying display rules, the display rules being configured to define a format and 
content of a requested report, classified in class 707, subclass 104.1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions listed as Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations 

disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct 

from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention 

has separate utility as follow: 

Group I relates to transforming the acquired raw data to a uniform data type 

through a memory map transfer using format rules, while Group II relates to applying 

processing rules to the converted raw data and applying display rules to define a format 

and content of a requested report. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 

acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 

for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Michael L. Gencarella, Reg. No. 44,703 on 
May 27, 2005 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the 
invention of Group II, claims 7-15. Affirmation of this election must be made by 
applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-6 and 16 - 18 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention.

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 7-12 and 13 - 15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Regarding claims 7 and 13, Applicants' claimed invention of "identifying a set of 
data sources to be accessed . . . loading raw data from each of the accessed set of data 
sources . . . verifying the integrity . . . transforming the acquired raw data . . . converting 
each of the acquired raw data to a uniform format . . . transferring the converted raw 
data . . . applying processing rules to the converted raw data ... storing the processed 
data . . . transferring the processed data to a temporary database" combined with 
"applying display rules, the display rules being configured to define a format and content 
of a requested report." would not have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
